the Texas legislative committee on 
efficiency and economy in a re- 
port sent to the legislature. 


"It 'is estimated that the use of 
the national guard in the .oil field 
cost not less than five times as 
much as would hace been neces- 
sary to handle the situation as 
well or better by a properly or- 
ganized state police force," the com 
mittee said. 
"The organization of th national 


guard is designed purely for or- 
ganized mass action 
and is 


not suited for routine "olice duty 
such as was needed in the oil 
fields after the first ten days or 
two weeks." 
The committee said that the of- 


fice of adjutant general had be- 
come a "political football." It rec- 
ommended that only officers of the 
rank of major or ibove be elig- 
ible for appointment and that ap- 
pointees serve 
durir>-r good be- 


havior. 


The report criticized the nollcy 


of appointment of state rangers by 
each new administration, recom- 
mending instead that rangers be 
removed only for cau-->. 
The recommendation was made 
that the 14 special boards to ex- 
amine and license person.-, engaged 
in various occupations r •> abc'.lsh- 
ed and their duties transferred to 
existing state departments. 
The committe 'suggested that the 
board of pardons 
and 
paroles, 


rather than the governor, be given 
filial authority In paroles with the 
governor retaining control of par- 
dons and commutations of sen- 
tences.

al land office "passively served" in

Texas senate today passed a bill 
by Senator Julian P. Greer- of Elk- 
hart to provide for congressional 
redistricting. 


The bill aroused little discussion 


since senators realized that 
the 


house progably would substitute 
its bill and the final act would be 
written by a free conference com- 
mittee. 


The vote on final passage was 


22 to 4. Senator Tlbert Stone of 
Brenham made an effort to sub- 
stitute a bill he had prepared but 
his proposal was tabled. 


The Greer bill would give tho 


three now districts, needed to pro- 
vide for that many new seats al- 
lotted to Texas under the reap- 
portionment based on the 1930 fed- 
eral census, to Bexar county, the 
South Plains area of West Texas 
and the oil section of East Texas. 
At present three cf the 21 Texas 
congressmen are elected from the 
state at large.

WHAT IS SCRIP AND HOW DOES 
ONE USE IT BEING LEARNED BY 


MILLIONS OF PEOPLE TODAY 


NEW YORK,

What is script, how does one get 
it and how does one use it? 


The answers to those questions 


were being learned by millions to- 
day as bales of the freshly-printed 
emergency currency were prepar- 
ed for distribution. 


Clearing house scrip, being pro- 
pared by the New York Clearing 
House Association, consists of pa- 
per certificates based on bank de- 
posits. They arc issued by a group 
of banks, rather 
than 
by one 


banking institution. 


Although details of the certifi- 
cate plan announced yesterday by 
Mortimer Buckner, head of the 
Clearing House Association, nave 
not yet bean made public, it was 
believed the new medium of ex- 
change would be paid out by the 
banks in lieu of the old. A depos- 
itor appearing at a bank to cash 
a check would be given the certi- 
ficates to the full amount of the 
check. 


It would also be the money in 


which pay checks were cashed, 
and it would be accepted by mer- 
chants, landlords, railroads 
and 


others instead of the old currency. 
Bankers said that pince the scrip 
would be accepted for deposit at 
parity by all clearing house mem- 


bers, it would serve as a satisfac- 
tory medium of exchange. 


The certificates, which repre- 


sent actual deposits, will be 
is- 


sued, it was believed, in denomina- 
tions ranging from $1 up. It was 
the 
understanding 
hero 
that 
b.inks, when they reopen, might 
be permitted to pay out fractional 
coin—that is coins ranging from 
pennies to half dollars—to meet 
the need for change. 


Pending authoritative statements 
It was the 
belief that bankers 


wero working on a plan for a 
uniform 
standard 
of collateral 


throughout the cour.liy. In 
this 


way, New York scrip could circu- 
late in other cities and vice versa. 
Thus it appeared that the new 
money might be acceptable at or 
near parity throughout the na- 
tion. 
Bankers recalled the crisis 
of 


1907, 
the last occasion on which 


scrip certificates were used here. 
They were, in effect, liens or ob- 
ligations against the assets of tho 
banks.

(IP)—Plans of the New York 
banks for issuance of clear- 
ing house certificates have 
been completed, it was re- 
ported in Wall Street today, 
and it was regarded as prob- 
able that the banks would 
be opened for payment of certifi- 
cates on a rationed basis tomor- 
row morning. 


While details of the plan of 


modified opening were as yet un- 
available, huge bales of the new 
"money" had been printed, and 
bankers said that despite the com- 
plexities of putting the new sys- 
tem Into operation, it was quite 
likely that some form of payments 
could be started tomorrow, with 
official sanction from the secre- 
tary of the treasury. 


Meanwhile, 
some 
banks 
were 


helping to make change by ' ex- 
changing large bills for smaller de- 
nominations, although in amounts 
not larger than $100. Safe deposit 
boxes were made available to cus- 
tomers. Hoarders of large 
bills, 


however, such as $1,000 "yellow 
backs" were still helpless, for they 
could not be exchanged in smaller 
bills to pay ordinary expenses.

Hitler's Nazis will comprise the

As he conferred with his chosen 
advisers at his hotel suite, Herbert 
Hoover, a halt mile away in the 
white house was ending his four 
troubled years of office, at grips 
with the same problem. The whole 
inaugural scene was overcast with 
a feeling of suspense and tense 
exnectancv. 


For the .Inaugural Day march 


furnished a day a little too cold 
for comfort in the far-spreading 
reviewing stands along Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, but thousands as- 
sembled early nonetheless, making 
certain to miss nothing. The morn- 
ing skies were 
dark, 
but the 
weather 
bureau promised clear- 
ing. 


Mr. Roosevelt, up late last night 
in consultation with members of 
his cabinet, was not yet astir 
in his suite at the Mayflower 
when the first of his 
advisers 


called . this 
morning. 
He 
slept 
until after 8 o'clock, then break- 
fasted 
with Mrs. Roosevelt 
on 


grapefruit, soft-boiled eggs, toast, 
marmalade and coffee.

CIAL SESSION SOON 


WASHINGTON, March 4. 


—(IP)—President 
Roosevelt, 


in a momentous inaugural 
address immediately after 
taking his oath today, told 
the nation he would ask for 
war-time powers if neces- 
sary to meet the national 
emergency. 


The newly inaugurated president 


said he wou/d call the new con- 
gress Into special session to carry 
out his planned attack on the 
crisis, paying "we must .act and 
act quickly," but he did not re- 
veal when the session would be 
called, 


' - Among tho policies outlined by 


the nation's new leader was that 
-''there must be provision for an 
adequate bub sound 
currency." 


Standing in front of the capitol, 


•before a throng of well over 100,- 
000 people. Mr. Roosevelt solemnly 
pledged himself to "assume un- 
hesitatingly the leadership of this' 
great army of our people dedicat- 
ed to a disciplined attack upon 
our common problems." 
"It is to be hoped that the nor- 


mal balance of executive and legiH- 
latlve authority mny be wholly 
adequate to meet the unprecedent- 
ed ' task ' before us,'1 President 
Roosevelt said. 


-.. But it may be that an unprer 
cndanted demand and need for un- 
delayed action may .call for tem- 
porary departure from that normal 
balancejof public procedure. 
' "I am prepared under my con- 
stitutional duty to recommend the 
measures that a stricken nation 
in the midst of a stricken world 
may require. These measures, or 
such other measures as the con- 
gress may build out of its exper- 
ience and wisdom, I shall seek, 
within my constitutional authority, 
to gring to speedy adoption.
